Swami Yogananda, Advocate of 
New Cult, Will Lecture 
On Friday 


RIENIJS SCHOOL IS BURIED 


HOLDS HIGH POST IN INDIA 


Swami Yogananda, East Indian sa- 
vant, educator and metaphysician, who 
is delivering a series of lectures in 
Washington, will speak in the Chapel 
Friday morning of this week. 

This great teacher holds a dlstln 
gulshed position In his own country, 
where he Is A member of the Council 
of Savants, and belongs to a sect that 
stands higher than any chste. 

Swami Yogananda’s system of tech- 
nique for achieving the proper develop- 
ment and balancing of the physical, 
mental and spiritual natures of man is 
called Yogoda. His first Yogoda 
school was established at Ranchi, In- 
dia, and Is housed in one of the palaces 
of the Mahraja of Kasimbazar, one of 


said President Lewis. "The engineer 
in charge of the great Coolidge Dam 
project is a graduate of the George 
Washington University College of En- 
gineering. There are two George 
j Washington men on the bench 4n Cali- 
fornia. One of the owners of the Los 
Angeles Street Railway Company Is a 
' George Washington gruduute. Sev- 
eral graduates of Teachers’ College 
are in the public school system of 
California. 

"Many teachers who have taken 
summer work at the University of 
Southern California spoke of what 
they had gained from Dean Ruedlger's 
lectures there last summer, and spoke 
with gratification of' the fact that he 
Is to return to the summer school 
there this year.” 

"The law graduates were interested 
to hear that Dean Van Vleck is to 
conduct courses at the summer school 
of Leland Stanford University this 
coming summer.” 

While in California President Lewis 
made sixteen addresses before various 
meetings of the California State Teach- 
ers Association in Oakland. Berkeley. ■ 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. The 
largest of these meetings was one at- 
tended by eight thousand teachers In I 
the Civic Auditorium of 8an Francisco, 
at which I)r. Suzallo. former President 
of the University of Washington, was 
the other speaker. 

President Lewis also addressed the , 
Congress of Religious Education In 
Los Angeles, which was attended by} 
representative Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews. 

One afternoon was spent in inspect 
Ing the plant of the California Instl 
tute of Technology at Pasadena, where 
unique and Interesting development j 
Is going on along the line of the com 1 
hi nation of cultural education with 
technical training.

Done by Bureau of Public 
Roads

The principal speaker of the meet- 
ing of the Student Chapter of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
oh Friday evening. January 7, was 
L. W. Telletf testing engineer of 
the Bureau or Public Hoads Mr. 
Teller gave an illustrated lecture /bn 
"The Latest Developments in Road 
Testing.” 

Mr. Teller, a member of the class 
of 1918 of George Washington Uni- 
versity, who, however, due to the 
war, did not graduate until 1922, was 
introduced by Mr. Freeh off. The 
speaker’s slides and explanations 
were of the more recent researches 
which the Bureau of Public Roads is 
conducting at Arlington Farm. 

He fir?t sketched the rapid growth 
of the Bureaq since the war, explain- 
ing that in 1$11 the Division of Tests 
consisted of only fiv? or six persons, 
whereas today there are eighty per- 
sons employed. “The efforts of the 
Bureau have been to further highway 
improvement,” said Mr. Teller, "and 
the Work has been strengthened by 
the Federal Highway Act, by which 
the government assists the various 
states in the building of highways 
on a highway system, and in the use 
of new r materials.” 

Hhow’N Recent Devices 

Mr. Teller gave examples of tile 
tiiost recent devices for determining 
the motor truck impact, which is a 
destructive force upon highways. He 
explained, that the four influence? 
upon motor truck impact are speed, 
load, road roughness, und tire equip- 
ment, and gave slides showing the 
field equipment used in travelling 
from one section to another to ob- 
tain this data. 

He concluded his speech in telling 
how the engineers of the Philadel-
